A most u nu su al witness took the 
stand not long ag o to testify in an 
important case. Hd was one of the 
k ey men in the presentation of 
ev idence that was to prov e a m a­ 
jor point of law g ov erning the 
liv es of millions of people. 
He was a small man, slig ht of 
bu ilt, 
bu t 
obv iou sly 
carried 
a 
bou ndless su pply of restless energ y 
within him. As he waited his tu rn, 
he mov ed abou t the room with 
q u ick 
a nd impu lsiv e g estu res. 
There was little dou bt of his in­ 
terest in the proceeding s; it was 
almost a probing cu riosity . 
This man is an employ e of one 
of the larg est steel companies in 
the world. He is k nown as a ‘‘u til­ 
ity analy st,” bu t the description 
of his job sou nds more lik e a 
“trou ble shooter ” in the rou tine 
operation of mak ing 
steel. 
He 
work s a daily shift in the plant. 
Finally , he was called to t h e 
stand. He had no notes or ex hib­ 
its or docu ments. Bu t, it was plain 
he had something to say . Halting ­ 
ly , with a decided stammer and a 
stu ttering tong u e, he told 
h i s 
story . 
It seems trou ble was brewing j 
among some of the men in the 
plant and a considerable breach 
had dev eloped on a settlement oi 
their differences. 
Manag em e n t 
and u nion officials were work ing 
on the problem. Bu t the solu tion ; 
appeared more difficu lt each day . 
Ou r witness decided he wou ld see 
what he cou ld do. He thou g ht he 
had the answer. 
He spok e to his immediate su ­ 
perior. 
‘‘What do y ou want me to do?” 
his boss ask ed. 
“I want to g et these men tog eth­ 
er and pray abou t this thing — 
ask for God’s help,” he replied. 
His su perior look ed at him and 
silently shook his head. 
Ou r witness made a bold mov e. 
He called the president of the com­ 
pany at home and made the same 
su g g estion. He was told to try , if 
he wanted to do so. 
He beg an contacting his fellow 
work ers on both sides of the con­ 
trov ersy . One man called him a 
fool, told him to mind his own 
bu siness, and said he wou ld do 
ev ery thing possible to block su ch 
a plan. 
‘‘What did y ou do then?” ou r 
witness was ask ed. 
‘‘I lost my temper and 
g ot 
mad,” he stammered. ‘‘So, I went 
home and pray ed for help in con­ 
trolling my temper — and pray er 
for the man who said he wou ld 
fig ht m e.” 
It was sev en week s be f o r e 
g rou ps of work ers from the mill 
were meeting and pray ing tog eth­ 
er, bu t meet and pray they did, 
and their trou bles came to an 
end. 
This is not the story of a case 
in cou rt. Rather, it is the testi­ 
mony of one man — a “trou ble­ 
shooter” — before a g rou p of 
men, as to the power of pray er in 
meeting the problems of ev ery day 
life. 
Bu t, in spite of stammering and 
stu ttering , it was the most eloq u ent 
testimony of the day , becau se the 
witness stu ck stu bbornly to the 
ev idence on which he was ex pert 
— the resu lts of pray er as proof 
of God’s will in the liv es of men.

DWIGHT DAVID EISENHOWER 


Son of a mechanic, born in Denison, 
Tex as, 
October 14, 18 9 0, one of a larg e family with small 
means. Grew u p in Abilene, Kansas; attended pu blic 
schools and work ed at odd jobs. For one y ear he 
play ed semi-pro baseball and work ed in a creamery . 
Tak ing ex aminations for either Annapolis or West 
Point, he was rejected by the Nav y becau se he was 
ov erag e, and entered the Military Academy , g rad­ 
u ating in 19 15, a second lieu tenant. 
For 37 y ears he was an army officer. Du ring 
World War I, stationed in Pennsy lv ania with tempo­ 
rary rank of lieu tenant colonel. After the armistice, 
rev erted to captain, bu t soon after was a major. 
Assig ned to the Philippines, he was promoted to lieu ­ 
tenant colonel. Retu rned to the U. S., 19 40, a brig a­ 
dier g eneral. After the Japanese attack on the fleet 
at Pearl Harbor, he was sent to London to plan the 
basic strateg y of a Eu ropean Theater of Operations. 
A Lieu tenant General, he commanded the Western 
Allies Inv asion in North Africa and forced the su r­ 
render of German and Italian troops in Tu nisia. In 
Ju ly , 19 43, his troops inv ad'd Sicily and Italy . 
A 
General and chosen su preme Commander of the 


Allied Fo rces, December 3 1, 19 4 3 , he led the most 
g ig antic military assault in history —the Normandy 
inv asio n, June 6 ,19 4 4 , and 
swept on throu g h Eu rope. 
When v icto ry came in May , 19 4 5 , he was wildly 
acclaimed at ho me and abroad. Retu rning to the 
U. S., he serv ed three y ears as Chief of Staff. In 
19 4 8 he became President o f Colu mbia Univ ersity , 
bu t was back in unifo rm two y ears later as Su preme 
Co mmander o f No rth Atlantic Treaty Org anization. 
His ev er-increasing perso nal popu larity prompted 
renewed activ ity in his behalf as a Presidential po s­ 
sibility , which had started y ears earlier by both 
Demo crats and Republicans. 
At the Repu blican 
co nv entio n in 19 5 2, telev ised to 
the nation, he was 
no minated o n the first ballo t. He came back fro m 
Euro pe and trav eled mo re than 5 0,000 miles cam­ 
paig ning . He was elected, receiv ing almost 3 4 ,000,- 
000 v o tes. 
Inaug urated thirty -fo urth President o f the United 
States, January 20, 19 5 3 . 
His ho bby is painting pictu res; he enjoy s g olf and 
fishing . His published m em oirs of World 
War II 
made him wealthy .

pened in 1952 when “corru ption”

Lik ewise, in 1916, when World 
War I was g oing on, the Demo­ 
crats had “prosperity ” on 
their 
side in the West du e to heav y 
wheat pu rchases from abroad, bu t 
depression in the East du e to in­ 
terru ption of trade in manu fac­ 
tu red 
g oods. 
Yet, 
ov erriding 
ev ery thing else was an emotional 
issu e. Its slog an was “he k ept u s 
ou t of war.” So President Wil­ 
son won re-election. 
In 
t h e 
present 
campaig n 
“peace” and 
“prosperity ” 
hav e 
been emphasized by the repu bli­ 
cans and q u estioned by the Demo­ 
crats. Bu t President Eisenhower’s 
speech on Wednesday nig ht of this 
week —pledg ing firmly to k eep the 
United States ou t of the war in 
the Middle East—was a dramatic 
confirmation of the “k ept-u s-ou t- 
of war” issu e, and hence ev ents 
hav e in the main benefited 
the 
Repu blican administration.

Religion 
At Work

A most u nu su al witness took the 
stand not long ag o to testify in an 
important case. He was one of the 
key men in the presentation of 
ev idence that was to prov e a m a­ 
jor point of law g ov erning the 
liv es of millions of people. 
He was a small man, slig ht of 
bu ilt, 
bu t 
obv iou sly 
carried 
a 
bou ndless su pply of restless energ y 
within him. As he waited his tu rn, 
he mov ed abou t the room with 
qu ick a n d impu lsiv e g estu res. 
There was little dou bt of his in­ 
terest in the proceeding s; it was 
almost a probing cu riosity . 
This man is an employ e of one 
of the larg est steel companies in 
the world. He is known as a ‘‘u til­ 
ity analy st,” bu t the description 
of his job sou nds more like a 
‘‘trou ble shooter” in the rou tine 
operation of making 
steel. 
He 
works a daily shift in the plant. 
Finally , he was called to t h e 
stand. He had no notes or ex hib­ 
its or docu ments. Bu t, it was plain 
he had something to say . Halting ­ 
ly , with a decided stammer and a 
stu ttering tong u e, he told 
h i s 
story . 
It seems trou ble was brewing 
among some of the men in the 
plant and a considerable breach 
had dev eloped on a settlement of 
their differences. 
Manag em e n t 
and u nion officials were working 
on the problem. Bu t the solu tion 
appeared more difficu lt each day . 
Ou r witness decided he wou ld see 
what he cou ld do. He thou g ht he 
had the answer. 
He spoke to his immediate su - | 
perior. 
‘‘What do y ou want me to do?” 
his boss asked. 
‘‘I want to g et these men tog eth­ 
er and pray * abou t this thing — 
ask for God’s help,” he replied. 
His su perior looked at him and 
silently shook his head. 
Ou r witness made a bold mov e. 
He called the president of the com­ 
pany at home and made the same 
su g g estion. He was told to try , if 
he wanted to do so; 
He beg an contacting his fellow 
workers on both sides of the con­ 
trov ersy . One man called him a 
fool, told him to mind his own 
bu siness, and said he wou ld do 
ev ery thing possible to block su ch 
a plan. 
“ What did y ou do then?” ou r 
witness was asked. 
‘‘I lost my temper and 
g o t 
m ad,” he stammered. ‘‘So, I went 
home and pray ed for help in con­ 
trolling my temper — and pray er 
for the man who said he wou ld 
fig ht m e.” 
It was sev en weeks be f o r e 
g rou ps of workers from the mill 
were meeting and pray ing tog eth­ 
er, bu t meet and pray they did, 
and their trou bles came to an 
end. 
This is not the story of a case 
in cou rt. Rather, it is the testi­ 
mony of one man — a “trou ble­ 
shooter” — before a g rou p of 
men, as to the power of pray er in 
meeting the problems of ev ery day 
life. 
Bu t, in spite of stammering and 
stu ttering , it was the most eloqu ent 
testimony of the day , becau se the 
witness stu ck stu bbornly to the 
ev idence on which he was ex pert 
— the resu lts of pray er as proof 
of God’s will in the liv es of men.

So n o f a mecha nic, bo rn in Deniso n, Tex a s, 
Octo ber 14, 18 9 0, o ne o f a la rge fa mily with sma ll 
mea ns. Grew up in Abilene, Kansas; a ttended public 
scho o ls a nd wo rked a t o dd jo bs. Fo r o ne y ea r he 
pla y ed semi-pro ba seba ll a nd wo rked in a crea mery . 
Ta king ex a mina tio ns fo r either Anna po lis o r West 
Po int, he wa s rejected by the Na v y beca use he wa s 
o v era ge, a nd entered the Milita ry Aca demy , gra d­ 
ua ting in 19 15 , a seco nd lieutena nt. 
Fo r 37 y ea rs he wa s a n a rmy o fficer. During 
Wo rld Wa r I, sta tio ned in Pennsy lv a nia with tempo ­ 
ra ry ra nk o f lieutena nt co lo nel. After the a rmistice, 
rev erted to ca pta in, but so o n a fter wa s a ma jo r. 
Assigned to the Philippines, he wa s pro mo ted to lieu­ 
tena nt co lo nel. Returned to the U. S., 19 40, a briga ­ 
dier genera l. After the J a pa nese a tta ck o n the fleet 
a t Pea rl Ha rbo r, he wa s sent to Lo ndo n to pla n the 
ba sic stra tegy o f a Euro pea n Thea ter o f Opera tio ns. 
A Lieutena nt Genera l, he co mma nded the Western 
Allies Inv a sio n in No rth Africa a nd fo rced the sur­ 
render o f Germa n a ud Ita lia n tro o ps in Tunisia . In 
J uly , 19 43, his tro o ps inv a ded Sicily a nd Ita ly . A 
Genera l a nd cho sen Supreme Co mma nder o f the 


Allied Fo rces, December 31, 19 43, he led the mo st 
giga ntic milita ry a ssa ult in histo ry —the No rma ndy 
inv a sio n, J une 6 .19 44, a nd swept o n thro ugh Euro pe. 
When v icto ry ca me in Ma y , 19 45 , he wa s wildly 
a ccla imed a t ho me a nd a bro a d. Returning to the 
U. S., he serv ed three y ea rs a s Chief o f Sta ff. In 
19 48 he beca me President o f Co lumbia Univ ersity , 
but wa s ba ck in unifo rm two y ea rs la ter a s Supreme 
Co mma nder o f No rth Atla ntic Trea ty Orga niza tio n. 
His ev er-increa sing perso na l po pula rity pro mpted 
renewed a ctiv ity in his beha lf a s a Presidentia l po s­ 
sibility , which ha d sta rted y ea rs ea rlier by bo th 
Demo cra ts a nd Republica ns. 
At the Republica n 
co nv entio n in 19 5 2, telev ised to the na tio n, he wa s 
no mina ted o n the first ba llo t. He ca me ba ck fro m 
Euro pe a nd tra v eled mo re tha n 5 0,000 miles ca m­ 
pa igning. He wa s elected, receiv ing a lmo st 34,000,- 
000 v o tes. 
Ina ugura ted thirty -fo urth President o f the United 
Sta tes, J a nua ry 20, 19 5 3. 
His ho bby is pa inting pictures; he enjo y s go lf a nd 
fishing. His published m em oirs o f Wo rld Wa r II 
ma de him wea lthy .

Likewise, in 19 16 , when World 
War I was g oing on, the Demo­ 
crats had “prosperity ” on 
their

depression in the East du e to in­ 
terru ption of trade in manu fac­ 
tu red 
g oods. 
Yet, 
ov erriding 
ev ery thing else was an emotional 
issu e. Its slog an was “he kept u s 
ou t of war.” So President Wil­ 
son won re-election. 
In

present 
campaig n 
“peace” and 
“prosperity ” 
hav e 
been emphasized by the repu bli­ 
cans and qu estioned by the Demo­ 
crats. Bu t President Eisenhower’s

The coroner’s office is requ ired 
to determine the phy sical cau se of 
death (and medical opinion has al­ 
way s been readily av ailable to the 
coroner’s office). After this deter­ 
mination, the coroner is requ ired 
to fu rther inv estig ate circu mstanc­ 
es su rrou nding a death, and to in­ 
terrog ate witnesses whose testi­ 
mony , taken u nder oath, is trans­ 
cribed in order that the coroner 
may arriv e at a conclu sion as to 
the natu re of the death, whether 
homicidal, accidental, or natu ral. 
If he reaches a conclu sion that the 
death was illeg al, he mu st then 
file proper charg es ag ainst the 
su spected person.
